Tk* Coal Shaft. 


Mr. Frank Frorer, of Lincoln, who hai 


the contract for sinking the Decatnr coal 
•haft, and bai bravely pushed the enter- 
3ri»e along in the face of many difflcul- 
,ies that would have weakened and crush- 
ed a leu determined man, wa« in the city 
yesterday and visited the shaft. Tbe 
havoc caaied by the fire of last Thursday 
forenoon was viewed by him with f eelingi 
of regret, not so much on account of the 
destruction of the engine house, but be- 
cauie of the damage to machinery and 
the unavoidable delay of at least two 
weeka in the progress of the work. The 
shaft is now B35 feet deep, and not a foot 
more of earth can be taken out until the 
new hoisting machinery, recently arrived 
from Lilchfield, is put in position. Il will 
be placed upon permanent foundations 
about 30 feet east of the shaft and over 
it will be built a substantial frame struc- 
ture-one that will stand the slormsof 
years. Two hours after the tire Superin- 
tendent White had one of the dilapidated 
boilers rigged up to supply sleam to op- 
erate the pump in the abaft, so that there 
can be no danger of the big hole filling 
up with water while the hoisting machin- 
ery is being put up. Inside of two weeks 
the miners will again commence digging.
